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EXPLANATOBY NOTE. 

Tbe brief abstract or oompendlum which follows shows the relative rank oi 
importance of the principal agricultural products of each State and of the United 
States. It presentis in condensed form the acreage and gross value of the impor- 
tant anioultural products of the United States and: contains statistics of total land 
area, the land in farms, and the improved land in forms, by States, which follow in 
alphabetical order. The figures were compiled from the published results of tlM 
census of 1910. The estimated acreage and value of each product or class of products 
is shown for each State, as well as their total, and the percentage of the total valoi 
represented by any product is an index numoer which shows its comparative rani 
or importance in the State. Because of the condensed fbrm in which the figuni 
are presented, the facts which they represent can be readily comprehendea and 
easily remembered. They answer the question. What ia the most wdwable or 
important agrieuUural product or Mhutrp in a aiven State, whether it be the growing ^ 
eereaU. forage, live etoei, dairying , or aome apeeial crop attch aa cotton orfruitf Thei^ 
are facts which it is believed every official and employee should know or have readih 
accessible to enable him to conduct correspondence or to represent the departoiaal 
creditably either in the field or at headquarters in Washington. 1 

The tables give figures for each agricmtuial product, stating in general the valni 
and acrei^e. and title percentage ofeach, with the exception of the less importaiif 
products, where the value is insignificant (950,000 or under). 

The notes show, in the casaof '' Orchard firuits" and " Tropical fruits. " thenumbi^ 
of trees of bearing aae: inS^h^ case of "Animals sold and slaughtered,'' the numb* 
of animals; while in^Q§«»seof *' Dairy products" and " Fowlsand eggssold," and iQ 
m few other instanceB,*ta<y/i^antlty is given.

4. Theperoentage of acreage in the notBS is based on the total acreage of the maiBi 
item. ( Example: In the State of Alabama, the acreage of ** Com " is 90 per cent o(j 
the total acreage of the main item <' Cereals" as given in the general table.) 

5. Percentage columns refer to the columns preceding them. 

6. The asterisk (*) signifies less than 1 per cent or less than 500, according to thi 
column in which it appears. 

7. Tbe value of '' I>airy products " represents the total value excluding home vm 
of milk and cream.
